yet were all this comfortable in compariſon to ſee our friends 
die before our eies, whether famiſhed, ſlain with the fword;or 
deſtroyed with peſtilence: if they died thus in the favor of ood 
this I ſay were comfort in compariſon ofthis , to ſee them 
like wandring ſheep, ſcattered without hope, forſaken of God 
bound with chames of fin, held vnder the thraldome of Satan, 
to ſee heaven ſhut againſt them, & hell gaping to re ceiue the, 
their eternall damnation already prepared for them. And ſuch 
is the heavy iudgement of God againſt all contemners of his 
word,whereof we haueproofeinallages. And expreſly in the 
Jews,ro whom the iſes were node, among whom Chriſt 

ched,lived,2nd wrought his miracles, who becauſe they 
refuſed this holy one,reviled, crucified him, & wiſhed that his 
blood might beon their heads, for this cauſe the wrath of God 


2. Theſſ. 2. ic. came ypon them even vnto the-vrtermoſt,, It had bin a ſmall 


matter, if only they had bin in the promiſe of of ſalvatid 
made to their fathers, but this puniſhment paſſerh all. 

To omit theEaft charches, whoſe candleſticks are removed, 
in whom Mahomer the enemy of God fitterh & keepeth them 
in moſt miſerable ſervitude, we may fee how in the Feſt chur- 
ches alſo, God hath puniſhed this ſin. For having at fiiſt ſor the 
doctrine of Chriſt, brought in the doctrine of man, they pto- 
ceeded farther, and fer vp one man to vphold it. and ſo holding 
on they buried Gods word in ignorice,'& led away the poote 
people to dumbe and ſenfleffe creatures, In the midſt of theſe 
thicke miſts it pleaſed God to open his light in fundry places, 
as in this country of ours, & to ſend ſalvation among vs, which 
many haue refuſed, and ſome ofthem fled from it:but confider 
how the iudgment of God hath fallen on tht᷑, into what groſſe 
abſurdities haue they run, and ho like foohſh builders they 

made that which ſhould be the foundation the roofe,or rather

indeed haue left it no place in the building, thatis, ſetting a-

Divines of Spaine and Portwgell, which haue not heard of the 
truth, as theſe men have done, haue thought and written farre 
mort of the truth and ſoundnes ofthe original, of the dignity 
& ſufficiencie of the ſcripture . And where the Divines of Lo- 
van haue cleared the fathers from forgeries & ſingled out the 
counterfaits, our men haue ſtuffed their Teſtament withſuch 
ware. I know not wulio ſaich as Stapleton doth, that the Church 
bath authority to Canonize for ſcripture. thoſe that are not, 
as the Canons of the Apoſtles, the booke called the Paſtor, 
long fince condemned fora notable forgery. But this is Gods 
iu ſallen vpon them for their reſufall of Gods truth. I 
will end with them having rehearſed that place which S. Paule 
did againſt the le ves aut ofthe Ptopher.Hearmy ye ſball eure yg vg 16.

phraim is loud up. Alluding to the manner of covetousmen. 
who having ſtore of many before hand, are wont to bind it p 
& lay it by, till it ſo fal out that they may purchaſe ſome gaine- 
full ching hereby. ãn hieh mannerthe iniquity of Ephraim is 
ſaid to he bound vp, as reſerved and kept for ſomo purpoſe. Af. 
ter which maner alſo the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of yngodly mẽ that 
they treaſare vp tothẽſelut wrath ag ainſt the day of wrath, lam 
afraid leſt that our fins be bound & kept te gither for ſome pur 
poſe, and ſcaled vp as Job ſpeaketh ina bag for ſome purchaſe, 
Whereof I wiſh youinthefeare of God to iudge. The Lord 
hath prepared a great banquer,the gueſts haue bin bidden, all 
maner of fare hath bin appointed, both ſox the weak & ſtrong, 
yet haue che commersbin ſo thin, as they axe hut as a cluſter of 
pes, yea ofthe whole vine not ſo many as will make a clu- 
er.

ly chey were not very ſumptuous, for they were not able to 
beare the charges of an axe head which they had borrowed. 
We may thanke God for out ſumptuous palaces, ready prepa- 
red for vs. I wonld to God we were like to thẽ in other things. 
At this time the kings of Iſrael had baniſhed religion from a- 
mongſt them: theſe me for the loue of the truth & knowledge 
of God forſook their own dwellings, contented to liue far frõ 
all, courtly preferment ,preferring their own buildings before 
the ſtately palaces of Samaria. Theſe men dwelt with Elix em, 
though the famine were great without murmuring;ſodeare vn 
to them was it, to heare the Covenant, and be made partakers of 
the promiſe. Elizeus was uot behind for his part, but az they 
were obediẽt vnto him, not to build without his leaue: ſo went 
he in and out before them, looking to them as the ſhepheard 
to his flocke: not only inſtructing and teaching them, but alſo 
in providing neceſſaries for them, yea ſetting his one meat & 

roviſion before them. So theſe men lived in this maner, inſo- 
much that I thinke if Sau had come into the midſt of theſe 
men, he would certainely haue prophecied among them. But 


things goe not ſo among vs, doe the Heads and Governonrs goe 


in and ont before their children, doe they take that which is ſent 
them, and ſet it before their Companies, or rather take they not 
that which is appointed for others, and devoure it themſelues 
alone. as though our Colleges were made only for Heads, not 
at all for members. We need nor as Eliæeus did , part with.our 


arne portions;or not receaue as Nehemiali, the bread of the Go- Nehem. 3. 18. 


vernour, nay wee lay oui hands on that which is none ofours, 


as if we were come to a common ſpoile, wee ſet all ĩhings to

ſale, and make marcEandiſe of that which wee ſhould beſtowe 
freely. And hat though vnder ſome ſuch naughtie Gover- 
nours, there haue good men come vp, this is no great commene 
dation , nor more wonder then that a Buſſard ſhould hat ch 

ood haukes. As for the common order; to contemne Statuts, 
and all good and lawfull orders, is the readieſt way to any pre- 
ferment. Popery is indeed in ſome ſort baniſhed our Colleges, 
ſo that 1 thinke there be not in any of them, any manifeſi recu- 
ſant, yet are there ſuch, whom we may looke vpon as the Pro-

world,for this cauſe that we might know there was no reſpe& 
'had ofthe works, as he alſo diſputeth elſe v here of the choo-

For notwithſtanding Gods grace be offered 
to all, yet they eniy, that beleexe ſhalbe ſaved, lo thatall receiue 
not commoditie by Chriſt, though he be the ſonne of God, 8ᷣc 
full ofpower,yerall are not profited by him, but only they 
that te ceaue him too, and to receaue him is to beleeue in him. 


. "1 But foraſmuch as all faith doth not iuſtifie, the Apoſtle limits. 
eth it when he callech it the faith of truth. Wherefore the zcale 
Row 10.2, of the lew in this calc profiteth not, becauſe it is without know 
ledge, not of the Papiſis that ſubmit not theniſelues wholy to 

Gods wiſdome, nor of any other hereticke, can iuſtify; it muſk 

be the faith of truth. In the former Chapter it was obſcrued 

that ſuch as are to be eternally puniſhed, are ſaid to bee ſuch as 

lch. 17 17. haus not knamne God. The thing that ſanctifieth vs, the word ef 


truth, Gods word is truth. Here haue I iuſt oc taſion to com- 

plaine of our adverſaries, ho haue made it a ground of their 

religion, to bee ignorant: for which they labqut by all meanes 
Conc.Trid.Seſſ. to keepe away from men the key of knowledge / : whatſoe- 
22.cap.38. ver other groundes they pretend that it is not good for the 
Luk 15. common people to heare or read the Scriptures, And although 
2 they haue tranſlated the Teſtament, yet it appearcth that theit 
N meaning is to bury vp the true knowledge of God therein cõ⸗ 
teined. In their fourth rule concerning the forbidding of rea- 
ding certaine bookes,they ſo terrific the multitude from meds 
ling with them, that they lay, who ſo readeth thoſe bookes trau- 
ſlated without permiſſion, they cannot haue remiſſion of their ſins, 
And in the fixcrule they tcach, that to read bookes of contro- 
verhie,it is not lav full, no not for iome Teſuits,So evẽ for thoſe 
mat muſt bee tlic ir guids, it is not lau full to come to the truth 
any further then they giue them leave . no ihey let them not 
read even their on corrupt tranſlation, leaſt evẽ in that pud- 
dle they ſhould meet with ſome cleane water,
